A new knitting project spurs excitement and anticipation. You get to create an ornamental 
yet useful fabric — with the rewards of accomplishment and satisfaction. It may be small 
or large. No matter, the time and money invested pays off with interest — and because it is 
your interest, your passion. 

Baby, baby. . .baby! 

What knitter doesn't feel all warm and fuzzy, seeing little ones wrapped in knits? 

Although Hadley is too young to stir up much Monkey business in her monkey-face 
booties and cap, she is content to recline on her Monkey bars afghan. After a nap, our 
model teams up with her sister in matching ...Wears Waldo striped pullovers. Imagine 
the fun when they begin to find the motifs Hiding in the shadows of the striped afghan. 
Madalyn (who's "almost 3") wears the Wee Waldos stocking cap, while baby Hadley sports 
red, white, and blue booties. 

The stocking caps are simple to make, as one may imagine, while the booties rely on 
short-row heel and toe shaping and color work. If the looks don't hook you, maybe the 
opportunity to play with luxury yarns will. Years later you'll hear, "Forget the silver spoon, I 
was born into a world of cashmere, silk, and muskox!" The pullovers and afghans are worked 
in very durable and affordable yarn — perfect for active toddler use. 

More homework 

Knit afghans can add a very personal touch to your decor. An afghan, might seem to be 
a large investment of time, but actually takes about the same amount of time to knit as a 
couple of sweaters, with little or no shaping along the way. When deciding what to make 
and which colors to use. Just look to your own decor for inspiration. 

Rich colors and texture combine in Tracts and trails. Join the panels as you knit on this 
no-sew afghan.The narrow strips just beg for embellishment, so we worked contrasting 
bobbles as we knit, then embroidered fly-stitch trails later. While the afghan has an almost 
Amish feel, the pillow top is presented in a more contemporary color combo. We offer 3 
additional color combinations for your consideration, and should you choose a worsted- 
weight yarn your afghan will be more square than rectangular. 

Bands of garter stitch share space with stockinette and reverse-stockinette bars in 
a rectangular throw. Because we are working with hand-dyed yarn we have to knit 
strategically to form the Citrus bars within the solid-colored field — it all stacked up thanks 
to magic-number knitting. 

Create Entrelac magic with rectangles that mold together into a multi-season afghan. 

We treat Tiers 2-9 identically (as right-side tiers), for a nearly reversible entrelac. Only the 
first cast-on tier and the last bind-off tier need their own special instructions. The cotton 
shoestring yarn allows for larger-needle knitting and is perfect for a modem afghan. 

Geometry assignments 

Knitting an afghan in pieces offers portability. You might choose squares, rectangles, 
strips, or triangles, to be assembled later. In Prismatic panels, colors zigzag through a gray 
background, creating visual depth to this generously sized strip afghan with triangle inserts. 
Circle the square in a counterpane-style afghan. Each block Is worked In the round with 
strategically placed increases that morph the circular center into a finished square. The 
triangular lace patterns within the blocks form secondary diamond and trellis patterns.

The 
shawl weighs less than 5 ounces, yet 
the colors pack a heavy punch. This 
ambitious knit Includes 4 different 
borders; you could easily choose just 
one for your masterpiece. When it's 
not on you, we think you'll find it too 
irresistible to put away, so let it shine 
at home as part of your decor! We 
suggest 5 different colorways, but 
you will surely come up with equally 
beautiful ideas for your own.

Leaves and lines 

Even under perfect weather conditions there 
are times when another layer is necessary, 
and a little cardigan is Just the answer.

Both sweaters boast a classic 
fit with set-in sleeves and minimal finishing 
with bodies worked in one piece.

Adding a lace 
pattern panel provides verticality to the oversized 
silhouette.

Anna says I was more than a bit nervous selecting colors for 
this afghan from samples online, so I made what I considered 
safe choices. Then I got color cards for Trendsetter Yarns 
Merino 6 and Merino 8. The samples were only an inch and 
a half long, but I could pick up a strand and twist it together 
with other strands. 

Great fun! Many possibilities. Many combinations. I picked 
those I liked best. Then I purposefully added the pastel group, 
though I don't do much with pastels. Still, others do and I 
thought these would make a lovely throw. 

I hope my playing with colors will inspire others to do likewise.

THE EMBROIDERY 

Anna says When working embroidery 
over a column of purl stitches, I usu- 
ally want the embroidery to cover those 
purls. Fly stitch is a good fit for a 2-stitch 
purl column. The fly stitch moves easily 
around curves, but in this case you can- 
not use the stitches as a grid. Fortunately, 
the fabric between pairs of crossing, 
twisted stitches is quite firm and can be 
stitched on as though it were woven. You 
simply bring your needle down wherever 
you want the line to go and bring it back 
up beside the start of that stitch. Pay as 
iittle attention as posstbie to the knitted 
fabric on which you are stitching. 

In this swotch, fly stitch is 
worked down o column of 
purl stitches as shown in 
our diagrams.

Laura says 

If you find that you have inconsistencies in the stitch counts 
for each color, you very likely purl more loosely than you 
knit. You con tell by looking at the reverse side of stockinette 
stitch; if you see rows "pairing off", with a distinct ditch 
between every other pair of rows, then you generally need 
a smaller needle for purl stitches. Here we use knit and purl 
stitches in the some row, so a different needle size for purls 
Is not viable. Therefore, the best option is to find the aver- 



age of the entire repeat; that is, find the needle size that 
gives you a total of 72 stitches from the beginning of lime 
through cream, yellow, cream, and back to lime. This needle 
will allow you to average the tension: you will probably have 
on extra stitch per color while knitting and a stitch fewer per 
color when purling, but as long as colors continue to stack 
(as opposed to moving at an angle), the block pattern will 
even out.

Dyeing is never precise enough for each color 
section to be exactly the same size, so you may 
find that colors drift a few stitches into or out of 
a section. As tong as the colors continue to stack 
and the drift doesn't keep moving at an angle 
with each section or row, you'll do fine. 

To assist with colors aligning, tie a tapestry nee- 
dle to the cast-on tail so it is always handy and 
use the tip to finesse — to tighten or loosen a 
stitch or 2 to align the color change as you 
approach a marker (this is what I call forcing). 

Throw 

With MC, cast on 216. Knit 10 rows, placing 
markers on the last row as follows: K9, place 
marker (pm), [k18, pm] 11 times, k9. 

Begin color stacking: Band 1 
The first row is the most critical and sets up the 
color pattern for the entire throw. Your goal is 
to have 18 stitches of each color, but because we 
are beginning in the middle of a color (lime), the 
edge color section will be split into 9 stitches at 
the end of I row and 9 at the beginning of the fol- 
lowing row. Force the colors to 18-stitch sections, 
even if there is some drift of 1 stitch or 2 stitches 
into another section. 
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Set-up row (RS) With A, find the first full lime section, fold it in half, and join at 
the fold. Knit lime to marker, [knit cream to marker^ knit yellow to marker^ 
knit cream to marker, knit lime to marker] twice, knit cream to marker, knit 
yellow to marker, knit cream to marker, knit lime to end. Next and all WS rows 
Purl all color stitches and knit all cream stitches. Next row (RS) Cut A and join 
B in the middle of the first full mint section. Work 10 rows, stacking colors in 
stockinette and stacking cream in reverse stockinette as established. Cut B and 
join A in the middle of the first full lime section. Work 2 rows as established. Cut 
A. With MC, knit 8 rows. Cut MC. 
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Band 2 

Because this stripe starts in the middle of the first full cream section ofB, the color 
blocks will have alternate rows of both dyed colors. 

Set-up row (R5) Join B in the middle of the first full cream section. Knit cream 
to marker, [knit mint to marker, knit cream to marker, knit turquoise 
to marker, knit cream to marker] twice, knit mint to marker, knit cream to 
marker, knit turquoise to marker, knit cream to end. Next and all WS rows Purl 
all color stitches and knit all cream stitches. Next row (RS) Cut B and join A in the 
middle of the first full cream section. Work 10 rows, stacking colors in stockinette 
and stacking cream in reverse stockinette as established. Cut A and join B In the 
middle of the first full cream section. Work 2 rows as established. Cut B. With MC, 
knit 8 rows. Cut MC, 



Repeat Bands 1 and 2 four more times, for a total of 10 bands. With MC, knit 2 
more rows (10 rows total). Bind off, leaving last stitch on needle. Do not cut yarn. 

FinishHg 

Border 

With RS facing and attached MC, pick up and knit along side edge at the fol- 
lowing rates: 1 stitch for every garter ridge AND 8 stitches for every stockinette- 
stitch band. Knit 10 rows. Bind off. Attach MC and repeat along other edge, n

CROCHET 



JENNY'S approach 

I said yes to participating in the chailenge with absoluteiy no idea of what i was 
in for, never having attended a STiTCHES event, i found out later that I would be 
the crochet representative in the 4-person panel challenge based on Myra Wood’s 
book. What fun! And what a responsibility it would be to represent crochet. 

My parcel arrived with a template, Knit in New Directions, and over 25 balls of yarn 
from Cascade. Many were the long-striping yarns which I love. There were si, Iks, 
mohairs... balls of absolute gorgeousness — probably too much choice for one 
designer even without the added options of color. These included limes and 
oranges — some of my favorites — and teals and blues as well. 



Jenny King is an innovative 

designer whose passion is 
crochet. From one-of-a-kind 
fashions to accessories, her 
work is characterized by the 
colors, flora, and fauna of her 
tropical home — Queensland, 
Australia, Jenny delights in 
pushing the boundaries of 
crochet — teaching the rules 
and then how to break them.

Myra's book was truly enlightening and inspirational, although I only 
looked at the pictures — as I don't knit at all. I had fun experimenting 
with many design styles and opted eventually to do the first panel in 
one colorway of restful teals and blues — sometimes lime, orange, red, 
and yellow can be too loud. 



. . . and crochets a panel 
of self-s tripin g diam onds. 




I did a simple pattern of single crochet and chain stitch, with increases 
and decreases to make diamonds for a harlequin strip. The long self- 
striping yarn did all the work, blending color changes along the way. 
1 loved the effect, and it led me onto another journey later 
in the challenge. This first front was sent to Myra, another 
designer, to complete. 

For my second front, I worked with the brighter palette — colors that 
are warm and tropical like my home near the beach in Queensland. 

I stitched, restitched, and stitched again, and then edged all my 
work mohair, only to decide to restitch it. 



Undoing that mohair without ruining it seemed impossible, so 
decided to go back to the drawing board, as well as to Myra's 
book — and the template. 

I decided to just draw some diagonal lines on my template and use the 
same repeat of single crochet and chain stitch I had used for the first 
panel. 1 crocheted 3 self- striping yarns in a 1-row-per-yarn sequence. 




When you work single rows in an odd number of yarns,you can create a 
striped fabric with ease. It's like braiding hair — work across with A, drop 
A, work across with B, drop B, work across with C, drop C, then repeat. 



placed the fabric sideways for vertical stripes and shaped it to fit my 
lines on the template. The yarn worked its magic, and the front was cre- 
ated. It looked a bit dotty, so I thought 1 would balance it out with larger 
dots or circles of different sizes for the remainder of the front. 



The smaller fill-in section that connects the dots and stripes was worked 
with 3 different weights of yarns but with one hook, all in one hue.

Small circle 

Chain 5, join with a slip stitch into the first chain 
to form a ring. Round 1 Chain 3, work 11 double 
crochet stitches into the ring. Join this by slip 
stitching into the top of the first chain-3 worked.

In the sc, ch-1 fabric, sc is worked 
into the ch-1 space of the previous 
row. This fabric has good drape 
and will meld well with knitting. 
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The last challenge i received was Karin Skacel's mag- 
nificent piece of Artfelt®^ in pink and purple and match- 
ing yarns from Schoppel in many weights. The piece was 
large enough to cut diagonally and blanket stitch around. 
I am known for my woven crochet and was featured as 
it's master in the book Crochet Master Class, so it seemed 
appropriate to blend the colors of the yarn using this. 

As a crocheter I thought that I should really have the 
iconic granny square somewhere in the design as a 
"little tongue in cheek" so Instead of the traditional flo- 
ral brooch to complete the design I incorporated some 
geometry. I made a felted flower and sphere, a triangle, 
and the granny square. 



My design incorporates crochet, weaving, felting but 
alas — no knitting. 
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for 16 strands. The third band is C in slots and D in holes 
for 12 strands. Rather then keep the band widths in a 
static 12-, and 16-strand repeat, I alternated the band 
widths of 12, 16, 12, 12, 16, 12, 16, 16 across the warp.

JUDITH'S approach 

I always love a design challenge — it gives me a 
starting place and a focus — so receiving the box of 
Happiness from Kollage Yarns was exciting. 

The colors were within my comfort zone. At first, I was a 
little concerned about the elasticity of the merino yarn 
in weaving, but sampling proved it not to be a problem. 
With the template approach I knew I could weave the 
center front panels quite effortlessly — many of the gar- 
ments in my book. Weave Knit Wear, are also approached 
in panels and sections. 

The warp 

I created 2 very different panels woven, on the same warp. 
The warp is threaded in a plain-weave Log Cabin pattern, 
where 2 colors alternate in each band, then shift for the 
next band by dropping the first color and replacing it with 
a third. In the following band, the second color is dropped 
and replaced by a fourth. 

Every time i changed colors In the warp I also shifted the 
threading of the remaining color from the holes to the 
slots, or vice versa, creating the Log Cabin pattern. 

On my 15-inch rigid-heddle loom I alternated color A in 
slots with color B in holes for the first vertical band of 12 
strands. The second band places B in slots and C in holes 



The weft and weaving 

For the first panel, I also alternated the colors In the weft. 
To achieve more texture I wove multiple picks (strands) of 
the same color in the same shed, catching the last warp 
end so the weaving wouldn't come undone. I alternated 
this with 1 pick of a contrasting color in the next shed, 
creating a thick-and-thin striping within the weft. I com- 
pleted this panel and sent it off to another panelist. 

For the second panel, I wove 1 color at a time to create 
stripes, and periodically introduced tapestry techniques 
to create curves between the stripes. 

To create a curve I wove part way across the warp, bring- 
ing the shuttle out where I wanted the curve to begin. 
Then I changed the shed and wojhhve back to the edge. 
For the next row, I wove across fewer warp ends, changed 
the shed, and returned to the edge. I continue in this way 
until I created a hill. (Think short rows in knitting — when 
I bring the shuttle out of the work and replace it, a warp 
thread is wrapped, much like a wrap and turn. 

Next, I took a contrasting color and wove all the way 
across, using a fork to beat the yarn down around the 
shape. I made this curved line thicker by weaving multiple 
strands within the same shed. I continued by weaving 
back and forth to fill in the unwoven area until I could 
weave straight across the complete warp and resume 
using the heddle as a beater. I kept this panel to finish for 
my own front. 
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Knit panels 

To help me visualize the knitting for the side panels, I held the v/eaving 
next to photos of knit swatches in the Barbara G. Walker treasuries books. 
Fortunately the scale was correct, so I didn't find it necessary to knit lots 
of swatches before making my final stitch choice. 

I picked 2 purples and worked the Woven Block Stitch pattern from A 
Second Treasury of Knitting Patterns (p, 43); it was the perfect foil for 
the Log Cabin fabric. A simple bind-off for armhole shaping, and hand- 
stitched joins, hems, and neck facing brought it all together. 

Myra's panel to Judith 

The yarns and colors in the second box were bright, bold, and sparkly. Just 
a little bit out of my comfort zone, but Trendsetter yarns can be lots of fun. 

I decided to weave side panels to complement Myra's center knit one, 
using an 8-dent heddle to accommodate the yarns. 

Two of the textured colorways were combined with the solid brown in 
the warp, while in the weft those same colors were woven in bands, with 
flashes of the orange and brown inserted for accent. A reverse-single- 
crochet neckline and hem finished it off. 



















It was inspiring to see how the 
other designers approached this 
project. Combining the different 
fiber techniques produced some 
amazing creations!

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Judith's panel went to KARIN 

The panel I received was a beautiful woven piece from Judith, Although the 
weaving was a phenomenal plaid, the colors did not stimulate my creative 
juices. I wasn't quite sure what to do with them! 



The woven panel had a lot of texture and color in it. I wanted to somehow 
work some of that same texture into the sides but with less color, so the 
two would complement each other, not compete. The yarns I was sent were 
all Happiness from Kollage, a beautiful merino with a nice tight twist and 
a great spring that was wonderful to work with. I was sent various colors 
in 2 weights, and at first I thought I was debating which weight to choose, 
as each weight had a color that I wanted to use. Obviously color is more 
important than weight to me and then it dawned on me — why don't I 
just create a way to use 2 weights — a fingering weight an a dk/worsted? 
First I tried doubling the fine one, but didn't think it was very exciting. 
Then I thought, "Why not use the thicker for several rows, then double 
the number of stitches and use the fingering weight for a few rows?" This 
created a delightful puckered look which coordinated nicely with the 
weaving. Changing the stitch pattern from garter for the heavier weight 
to stockinette for the fingering added even more texture. It also created a 
very horizontal stripe. 

We all know that, in general, horizontal stripes are unflattering for the sides 
of a garment, so I decided to knit the sides from the center panel out, creat- 
ing a vertical line which I knew would be far more pleasing to the eye, espe- 
cially for the person wearing it. (Why we all want to look thinner is beyond 
me, but we do.) I was very ambitious, thinking, "Why just do the sides, why 
not do the whole piece?" So I wrapped the sides around to the back and 






















then realized, "Wow, I'm running out of time! I need to get on with my next 
piece. So I stopped there and sent my piece in to Rick. 



I was very content with the results. It wasn't colors I would ever choose 
on my own, but I felt the piece looked cohesive, as if one designer had 
created it. 




Jenny's panel went to MYRA 

The next package arrived with the mystery panel, and I was pleasantly 
surprised to see that it included yarns I'm very familiar with and love. I'm 
a sucker for a long, gradual, color-changing yarn. The completed crochet 
panel was beautiful and reminded me of a number of knit techniques 
and stitches. After swatching and photographing each, I worked out my 
designs until I was happy. I love the way the tuck stitch mimics the crochet 
technique on a smaller scale. They worked beautifully together. 

Myra sums it up beautifully 

The actual unveiling of the fellow challengers' pieces was astounding. Each 
piece was incredibly unique and reflected the designer's style. Along with 
seeing the gorgeous garment fronts, I was delightfully amazed to find out 
that my general approach to design was very similar to Judith's. She also 
sketches, swatches, mixes, and matches, very much like I do.

working from charts 

Charts are graphs or grids of squares that 
represent the right side of knitted fabric. 
They illustrate every stitch and the rela- 
tionship between the rows of stitches. 
Squares contain knitting symbols. 

The /fcy defines each symbol as an oper- 
ation to make a stitch or stitches. 



The pattern provides any special instruc- 
tions for using the chart(s) or the key. 

The numbers along the sides of charts 
indicate the rows. A number on the right 
side marks a right-side row that is worked 
leftward from the number. A number 
on the left side marks a wrong-side row 
that is worked rightward. Since many 
stitches are worked differently on wrong- 



side rows, the key will indicate that. If the 
pattern is worked circularly, all rows are 
right-side rows and worked from right 
to left. 

Bold lines within the graph represent 
repeats. These set off a group of stitches 
that are repeated across a row. You begin 
at the edge of a row or where the pattern 
indicates for the required size, work across 



to the second line, repeat the stitches 
between the repeat lines as many times 
as directed, then finish the row. 

The sizes of a garment are often 
labeled with beginning and ending 
marks on the chart. This avoids having 
to chart each size separately.

Work same as SSK EXCEPT: 7 Slip 3 
stitches. 2 Knit these 3 stitches together. 



SSP 

A left-slanting single decrease 




1 Slip 2 stitches separately to right 
needle as if to knit. 




2 Slip these 2 stitches back onto left 
needle. Insert right needle through their 
'back loops' (into the second stitch and 
then the first).

1 Knot working yarn to contrasting 
waste yarn. Hold needle and knot in 
right hand. Tension both strands in left 
hand; separate strands so waste yarn 
is over index finger, working yarn over 
thumb. Bring needle between strands 
and under thumb yarn so working yarn 
forms a yarn-over in front of waste yarn. 




2 Holding both yarns taut, pivot hand 
toward you, bringing working yarn 
underand behind waste yarn, Bring nee- 
dle behind and under working yarn so 
working yarn forms a yarn-over behind 
waste yarn, 

3 Pivot hand away from you, bringing 
working yarn underand in front of waste 




yarn. Bring needle between strands and 
underworking yarn, forming a yarn-over 
in front of waste yarn. Each yarn-over 
forms a stitch. 

Repeat Steps 2-3 for required number of 
stitches. For an even number, twist work- 
ing yarn around waste strand before 
knitting the first row. 



CABLE CAST-ON 

A cast-on that is useful when adding stitches within the work 




1-2 Work as for Steps 1 and 2 of Knit 
Cast-on in Beginner Basics. 



3 Insert left needle in loop and slip loop 
off right needle. One additional stitch 
cast on. 




LONG-TAIL LOOP CAST-ON 




7 Hold needle in left hand and tail of 
yarn in right hand (allowing about 1" for 
each stitch to be cast on). 

2 Bring right index finger under yarn, 
pointing toward you.

WORKING WITH 5 DOUBLE-POINTED NEEDLES (DPNS) 




Cast stitches onto 1 dpn. 

7 Rearrange stitches onto 4 dpns. Check 
carefully that stitches are not twisted 
around a dpn or between dpns before 
beginning to work in rounds. 




2 With a fifth dpn, work all stitches from 
first dpn. Use that empty dpn to work 
the stitches from the third dpn. Use that 
empty dpn to work the stitches from 
the fourth dpn — 1 round completed. 




Place a marker between first and second 
stitches of first needle to mark begin- 
ning of round. 

Notice that you work with only 2 dpns at 
a time. As you work the first few rounds, 
be careful that the stitches do not twist 
between the needles.

3 Catch yarn and pull through 2 loops 
on hook. 



4 Catch yarn and pull through remaining

REVERSE SINGLE CROCHET 




7 Insert hook into a stitch, catch yarn, 
and pull up a loop. Catch yarn and pull 
a loop through the loop on the hook, 
2 Insert hook into next stitch to right. 




3 Catch yarn and pull through stitch only 
(as shown). As soon as hook clears the 
stitch, flip your wrist (and hook). There 
are 2 loops on the hook, and the just- 
made loop is to the front of hook (left 
of old loop). 




4 (left) Catch yarn and pull through both 
loops on hook; 1 backward single cro- 
chet completed. 

5 (right) Continue working to the right, 
repeating Steps 2-4. 



HALF-DOUBLE CROCHET (hdc) 




7 Insert hook into a stitch, catch yarn, 
and pull up a loop. Chain 2 (counts as 
first half-double crochet). 

2 Yarn over, insert hook into next 
stitch to the left (as shown). 

Catch yarn and pull through stitch 




3 Catch yarn and pull through all 3 
loops on hook: 1 half-double crochet 
complete. Repeat Steps 2-3.

Bind off 2 (3, 4, 5, 6, 7) at beginning of 
next 2 rows. At beginning of every row, 
bind off 4 stitches 0 (0, 0, 0, 0, 2) times, 
3 stitches 0 (0, 0, 2, 2, 2) times, then 
2 stitches 0 (2, 2, 2, 2, 2) times. Dec 1 
each side every RS row 8 (8, 9, 8, 9, 9) 
times — 30 (32, 32, 30, 32, 28) stitches. 
At beginning of every row, bind off 2 
stitches 2 (2, 2, 2, 2, 6) times, 3 stitches 
2 (2, 2, 4, 2, 0) times, then 4 stitches 2 
(2, 2, 0, 2, 0) times. Bind off remaining 
12(14, 14, 14,14, 16) stitches.

With RS together, join shoulders using 
3-needle bind-off as follows: join 21
